A Build- 
ing Fund was established to 
assist clubs on a $2 for $1 
basis, with a maximum grant 
of $6000 to any one club. 
Several clubs have already re- 
ceived considerable amounts 
from the Fund, Rosebud gett- 
ing the maximum and others 
varying amounts up to $3000. 
Unfortunately for Altona, the 
extensions were built 12 
months too soon to qualify for 
rebate on the $4000 the club 
contributed to the cost! The 
elub did apply for a grant for 
certain improvements, but
